this direction, his life seems to us iill 
the move a fliarvel. It shows that it is 
not all in colleges, ami a college educa- 
tion? not all in circumstances and ae 
eomplishments, that his life or the life 
of any one else, is made sublime: but 
that it is in the man himself. The ed 
neat ion of the schools is only the por- 
tal to a higher education, which every 
one can give to himself; and this latter 
cms is the kind to which Irving so sue 
fully applied himself. To how 
thorough and substantial it must have 
been, his subsequent brilliant and pros 
perous career amply testiti 

Irving, at this time, entered an office 
with the design of studying law. But, 
at the same time, his law readings 
were interspersed with readings of a 
different character. Law evidently was 
not to his taste. Of all labors, compo 
tl and the study of letters alone 
could satisfy him. And in after years 
he had even wished that such fertility 
of imagination as he had always bos 
< d had never been given to him. 
But we, without any consideration for 
his own feelings, rejoice over what he 
considered a misfortune, for truly he 
has been a blessing t >his country, and 
the results of that imagination have 
made many happy a household gather 
tgether around the home hearth. 
Hen. q him. and cjumot blame 

him, as he gladly embraces the first op 
portunity of escaping from the law otlice 
ttjoy, together with a few intimate 
friends, a lone/ excursion to the far 
away, and, at that tune, rugged region 
beyond his long loved Hudson. 

A writer in speaking of this youthful 
period of his life remarks, that it is dif 
ficult to conceive ofs voiith less adapt 
e 1 than he to the study and practice 
o| law. It is, indeed, certain that to 
plan excursions, :U id revel amid the 
charming retreats of nature were vast 
lv more congenial to hi* nature, than 
to be housed in gloom, amid the din 
^y books oi a law othee ; and ail 
thorship was the only work for which 
In* was truly fitted. Baisness was dis 
tasteful to him, and his success in life 
would have been ha/arded, had he un 
dertak. u such a course, as was after- 
ward proved in Ins short experience 
in connection with his brothers. 
Hence with propriety and no chsre 
speet \i> him, we may rejoice that he 
was ever led to adopt the study of let 
ters as the work of his life. 

Irving's nineteenth year may be 
hailed as the starting poutt of his pros 
perous career— the, time when he tirst 
commenced writing articles of a humor 
ous character for a journal under the 
attractive title oi Johnathan Oldstyle. 

This is the real beginning of his literary 
tfity. Although he had no inten 

tion of adopting writing and author 
ship as his hh work, vet. notwithstand- 
ing the fact that very often tin 
both designed and unforeseen inter 
ruptions, hehasniadc 



The amount realized as the receipts 
of all his publications was really im 
mense, proving that his description of 
the "Poor Devil Author" may, in no 
wise, be applied to himself. The on 
tire amount received, until four yt 
after his death, was about two hundred 
and fifty six thousand five hundred 
dollars. Among his best works, most 
sting tuid instructive, is his "Life 
of Columbus'* — the one, moreover, for 
which he received from his London 
publishers almost sixteen thousand 
dollars, being the largest of his 
ceipts from any single work. 

Home of his writings, as the "Sketch 
Book* 1 *>r the "History of NewYork," are 
tilled throughout with the most ph 
ing humor while others, which are de 
iicient in humor, because Irving so de 
signed them, are intensely interesting, 
and are valued for their soundneati 
and real worth. 

Oil asion Sir Walter Scott 

writes to a friend, who had sent to him 
a copy of the "History of New York" 
— "I have been employed these few 
evenings in reading it aloud to Mrs 
Scott, and two ether ladies who are our 
guests, and our sides have been abso 
lutely sore with laughing." 

All his works are highly characteristic 
of himself, so that if we but know tin* 
mans writings, we may know the man 
hims< ise the same analogy that 

he ones used speaking of Spain' and 
the Spanish race ; one gets a much 
better knowledge of the Spanards, and 
understands them more perfectly, af- 
ter having trvaeled over and thoroughly 
studied the rough and rugged eovutry 
of Spain itself, the two are so charac- 
teristic of each other. 

Washington Irving was bom in New 
in the month of April, 17KH. An 
American, and American born, we can 
claim him as our own. Proud Eng 
land, who two hundred years ago sup 
posed that there were no great men 
but her own, can now no longer boast 
of superiority ; can no longer scorn 
and deride her American offspring. 
In him prosperous America and patn 
otic American freemen have Ihjcu bless 
ed. But he has departed, and other 
noble men have arisen to support, in 
his stead, the ir country's literary rep 
utation, and withhold it from destruc 
tion. 

His last undertaking, and the one 
which he intended should be his crown 
ing literary work, was the "Life of 
Washington." Did age had now for a 
long time been making its customary 
inroad* upon his constitution, ami his 
health began in truth to be uncertain, 
at the best. But he was extremely 
desirous of completing his projected 
design, so that, before he should be 
/ailed away by death s angel, he might
